HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information” (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
‘Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Egypt and the Sudan.—<According to the Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Egypt, there is no hard and fast rule in 
that country with regard to terms of credit, but speaking generally, 
three months credit is allowed from the date of the arrival of goods, 
or four months from the date of the invoice. In certain classes of 
trade, ¢.7., in flour, the rule is cash against documents ; but this is 
not obtained for any considerable proportion of the total imports. 
The Germans have done a great deal in the way of extending credits. 
It is no uncommon thing for them to allow six or even nine months. 

A Khartoum commission agent stated that the terms in the Sudan 
for certain articles such as flour, sugar, coffee and tea, when bought 
directly and not through import houses, are cash against documents. 
In the case of Manchester goods, if bought through export houses, 
from tbree to four months are allowed from the date of the bill of 
lading ; in the case of confectionery, candles, ironmongery, glassware, 
&c., about three months.

Russia.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at St. Petersburg (Mr. A. W. W. Woodhouse) on the foreign 
trade of Russia in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The class of goods provided by Germany differs considerably from 
the British. The bulk of German articles which find a ready market 

in Russia comprise the following :-— 

Toys of every description, Christmas tree decorations (which are 
sold in enormous quantities), screws, hinges, locks, tools, photographic 
materials (frames, mountings, paper, chemicals, &c.), stationery, pens, 
pencils, erasers, rulers, &c., engravings, pictures, paints, varnishes, 
brushes, frames, albums, &c., children’s picture books, kindergarten 
appliances, &c., hundreds of thousands of picture post cards with 
Russian views and types, boxes and wood for fretwork and other 
ornamental amateur work, ready-made clothing, boots, haberdashery, 
&c., chemicals, implements and tools, all manner of household articles 
and kitchen utensils, and so on; in fact, anything cheap and 
calculated to find a ready sale. Im these classes of goods it is and 
probably will remain difficult for British manufacturers to compete 
with Germany ; but where there is a question of providing first-class 
materials and workmanship the British product can hold its own. 
The trade can and should be pushed, however. There are certainly 
plenty of openings for British manufacturers, but neither the 
customer nor the dealer is aware of the fact. 

The Russian trader is a careful buyer, and he will not buy an article 
he has never seen. It is, therefore, absolutely useless and wasteful to 
send out catalogues, especially in English ; he will not even look at 
them, much less attempt to decipher the contents. What he wants, 
and what the Germans provide, are samples and prices quoted 
including carriage and all other expenses. Russian retail dealers 
insist on lengthy credits (six months, nine months, or one year); they 
cannot and will not do otherwise. 

H.M. Consul’s advice to large firms in the United Kingdom who 
seek openings in Russia is to establish their own branches there and 
not merely to appoint agents. Men should be trained to act as 
managers, and in this respect a leaf might be taken out of our 
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neighbour's book by sending out young men, already well grounded 
at home in the special branches of the trade they may be chosen to 
foster, and providing them with sufficient means to enable them to 
live in Russia for a year or so whilst learning the language and 
business methods in the capacity of clerks in merchants’ offices. No 
difficulty would be experienced in procuring such employment when 
no salary is demanded. 

Sweden.—he following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


The wine and spirit trade seem full of complaints that legislation in 
various forms is constantly threatening the prosperity of their business ; 
if there is more than half the truth in such allegations, caution should 
be exercised by British exporters. A good demand for Scotch whisky 
continued in 1910, and an occasional demand for Irish is mentioned, 
though as regards the latter no confirmation of an improvement in 
the possibility of Irish business has been obtained. The demand 
for agents greatly exceeds the local supply of competent persons 
willing to represent British firms. In fact, the experience of this 
Consulate is that offers of whisky, wine and spirit agencies are usually 
declined by Swedes otherwise willing to accept British agencies. The 
terms offered and the conditions of the Swedish trade combine to 
make agencies of this sort unremunerative. Certain well-known 
Scotch brands have a steady clientéle. 

Marks of origin.—Great care must be taken that no goods of British 
origin, even when dealt with in Sweden by retail traders, can possibly 
be mistaken, by any marks or words upon them, for Swedish made 
goods (see ‘* Board of Trade Journal” of 27th October, 1910, p. 165). 
Confiscations are frequent. 

Goods containing Arsenic.—Great care must be taken not to send 
to Sweden any wallpapers or materials containing arsenic (see 
‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 9th March last, p. 530). Firms in the 
United Kingdom doing this (and foreign made goods containing 
arsenic are sometimes supplied to Sweden from the United Kingdom) 
lay British manufacturers open to attacks, &c. in newspapers that 
British goods are dangerous in this respect. Arsenical poisoning is 
much dreaded in Sweden, as papers and materials seem to have an 
effect there not experienced elsewhere where open windows and 
fireplaces are common.

Crete.—l'he follow’ ing information is from the report by the British 
Acting Vice- Consul at Canea (Mr. G. E. Hubbard) on the trade of 
Crete in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

According to the official trade statistics, the United or 
increased its direct trade with Crete in 1910 proportionately more 
than any other country. Whereas the total imports and exports 
increased respectively by 12 and 26 per cent., those from and to the 
United Kingdom increased by 55 and 74 per cent. It must, never- 
theless, be pointed out that although direct British imports show an 
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increase of £19,352, Turkish and Greek imports combined show a 
decrease of about £32,000; and a large share of this loss in trade 
must have been borne by British importers, as many British goods 
pass ordinarily through the hands of middlemen in Turkey or Greece. 

An improvement was noticeable in the number of British com- 
mercial travellers and agents appointed by British firms, and the pros- 
perous condition of direct British trade must be chiefly explained by 
this fact. The visits of British commercial travellers, however, still 
remain rare, although Athens is only 14 hours distant from Crete. 

it is very necessary to impress on British firms that there is practi- 
cally no demand for high-class goods, the chief desideratum among 
Cretan buyers being cheapness. 

It would be well if British firms would display rather more confi- 
dence in their Cretan customers by granting them the terms of credit 
commonly accorded by foreign importers, te., three or even six 
months,.* Failures are rare, and the Cretan trader is usually both 
careful and honest. 

An exceptionally large grant was voted for public works in the last 
Budget, and the Government have offered and are offering a certain 
number of public contracts. These contracts (see ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 10th August, p. 262; 3rd August, p. 212; 20th April, 
p. 127), though for comparatively small sums, may often be worth 
the consideration of British firms. Al] public works to cost more 
than £40 must, according to Cretan law, be put up to public tender. 

It is said that the need of a telephone system is very generally felt 
in Crete. The Government interested themselves in the question a 
few years ago, but the matter fell into abeyance. 

A few agricultural machines are now being imported (see p. 365), but 
the amount is almost too small to be worthy of mention. The possi- 
bility of development in this sphere at some later date when the island 
is more settled and open to exploitation should not, however, be 
entirely lost from view.

Japan.—The British Acting Commercial Attaché for Japan (Mr. 
R. Boulter) in his report on the trade of that country in 1910, which 
will shortly be issued, states that it still appears necessary to remind 
merchants that, in order to obtain the benefits of the fastest mail 
service to Japan, letters must be marked “ Vid Siberia.” In spite 
of many reminders to this effect, letters still arrive not infrequently 
by the Suez route, which takes more than double the time required 
for the journey by the Siberian Railway.

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PROTESTED BILLS IN EGYPT. 


The British Chamber of Commerce of Egypt, in the August issue 
of its Journal, draws attention to the fact that the Mixed Tribunals 
at Cairo, Alexandria and Mansourah are prepared to search their 
registers and issue certificates saying whether any given individual 
or firm has had a properly signed or accepted bill protested against 
him during a period of 12 months. The Court fee for each search is 
20 piastres (4s.), and there is also payable a charge of 3 piastres 
(74d.) per folio for the Government stamp on the certificate. 





TRADE MARKS IN JAPAN AND COREA. 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Commercial Attaché for Japan (Mr. R. Boulter), on the trade of that 
country in 1910, which wili shortly be issued :— 

The year 1910 was of considerable interest in connection with 
trade-marks in Japan and Corea. The most noteworthy event 
was the application of the Japanese patent, design, trade- 
marks, utility model and copyright laws in Corea on 29th 
August (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 29th September, 1910, 
p. 630, and 20th July, 1911, p. 123), subsequent to the annexation 
of that country by Japan. At the same time the Patent Bureau of 
the Residency-General in Seoul was abolished, and the control of 
matters relating to patents, trade-marks, &c. was transferred to the 
Patent Bureau in Tokio. One result of the annexation is that British 
trade-marks can now be registered for Corea, one registration at the 
Patent Bureau covering both Japan and Corea. As regards British 
trade-marks registered in Japan prior to 29th August, 1910, the 
effect of the annexation is briefly as follows :— 

(1) A period of six months’ grace was granted to enable merchants: 
in Corea to dispose of their stocks of goods bearing pirated marks. 

(2) Where a mark identical with or similar to a British mark has 
been registered in Corea prior to 29th August, 1910, the owner of 
the latter has no means of obtaining the cancellation of the registra- 
tion of the former in Corea. 

(3) Registration of a mark in Japan prior to the annexation 
extends ipso facte to Corea, provided that an identical or similar mark 
has not been registered in the latter country. 


The past year has also offered time in which to judge of the working 
of the trade-mark law which came into force on Ist November, 1909 
(see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 7th July, 1910, p. 28). From the 
point of view of actions brought for the cancellation of registration of 
marks on the ground of their being identical with or similar to 
British marks, the results have been on the whole quite satisfactory, 
and six actions were won by British plaintiffs in the course of the 

ear. 
; In one respect the attitude of the Patent Bureau is regarded with 
some dissatisfaction by British merchants, namely, in regard to its 
policy of registering as trade-marks marks composed of a single 
letter or numeral, or combinations of letters or numerals within a 
simple border such as a triangle, circle, rectangle, diamond, dc.

It is provided in these Regulations, inter alia, that cigarettes 
may be exempted from the provisions of the “Cigarette Excise and 
Surtax Act, 1911,” when entered for removal on first importation or 
from a bonded warehouse, to places outside the Union, in quantities 
of not less than 1,000. 

Cigarettes made in the Union may be exempted from duty when 
removed to places outside the Union. 

The Regulations also contain a specimen form of application for the 
license of premises in which to manufacture cigarettes in the Union.

The new line will enable the transference at 
Rayak from the narrow gauge of the Beirut line to broad gauge to be 
avoided. ‘lhe quay dues at Beirut and the freight rates on the Beirut- 
Rayak line are, further, rather heavy, and the customs accommodation 
inadequate. By far the greater portion of the imports into Homs and 
Hama through Beirut have up to the present been reshipped to 

Tripoli, and thence carried by animals to their destination. 
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No large station has been erected at Homs or Tripoli,-and only a 
small pier has been built at the latter place. Steamers have to 
anchor nearly half a mile from the shore, and loading and unloading 
operations have to be done at El-Mina, the small old port about half 
a mile from the railway station. Until a suitable breakwater and 
quays are built, at an estimated cost of over £1,000,000, it is not 
likely, says H.M. Consul-General, that Tripoli will prove a very 
dangerous rival to Beirut. (C. 6,701.)

Shipping and Transport. 





A light railway, completed in April, 1911, now connects the short 
main line with Taito, a distance of 96 miles. Light locomotives are 
to be used on this line for about 50 miles. 

Forty-three miles of heavy line, of 2 feet 6 inches gauge, worked by 
locomotives, were laid during 1910 by three sugar mills, and 473 
miles of light railway by various industrial companies. There are 
now 902 miles of private line of 2 feet 6 inches gauge, and 100 miles 
are under construction. The Government lines in the island have 
a mileage of 282 miles. 

To meet the increased demands for the transport of passengers 
and freight, the Railway Bureau will purchase, it is stated, 3 or 
4 locomotives, 6 passenger wagons, and 100 freight wagons during 
the financial year 1911-12.

As compared with the other coalfields of Russia the Ural district 

Ural has as yet only been scratched. The Ural 

Coal Mines collieries, opened in 1860, yielded a few thousand 

tons annually until the construction of the railway 

through the region in 1879, after which time the output gradually 

rose to about 250,000 tons in 1890, and to 771,370 tons in 1908. It 

fell to 689,150 tons in 1909 and to 561,500 tons in 1910. This 

falling-off in the production of coal is by no means due to the 

exhaustion of the mines. In the Egotshinsky deposits alone it is 

calculated that there are millions of tons within easy distance from 
the surface. 

The Ural coalfields are destined to play an important part in the 
industrial life of the district. ‘The wholesale destruction of the forests 
in those parts during the last two or three years has caused a rise 
in prices for timber and wood. In Perm, Ekaterinburg, Tiumen 
and other centres the price of fuel has risen enormously ; and in the 
near future factories and other industrial establishments will be 
obliged to replace wood by coal. 

There is every reason to anticipate a rapid development of the 
coal industry in the Urals, whether the relentless deforestation of the 
region be continued or whether it be stopped by legislation.

The cost of transport is 8 
copecks per poud (about 10s. 6d. per ton) to St. Petersburg and 13 
copecks (about 17s. per ton) to Moscow. The boring of the first 
shaft was entrusted to a United States firm; the more complicated 
parts of the machinery are coming from America, and the remainder 
are of Russian make. The Northern Naphtha Society, which has also 
a shaft there, is buying instrumentsin Vienna. The naphtha territory 
in Archangel and Vologda provinces is taxed by the Government at 
25 roubles per dessiatine (about £1 per acre) perannum. At the 
beginning of 1909 its area was declared by the Minister of Commerce 
to be 12,000 square versts (about 5,280 square miles), by far the 
largest oilfield in the world. 





RUSSIAN SAKHALIN. 


According to a recent issue of the Journal of the Russo-British Chamber 
Coal Devosits of Commerce, geological research work undertaken 
POSS. —_ between 1908 and 1910 has revealed deposits of 

coal in Russian Sakhalin estimated to amount to 160,000,000 tons. 
In certain localities six seams of coal have been found, each 21 feet in 
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thickness. Up to the present about 1,000,000 tons have been extracted ; 
some small quantities are sent to Vladivostok, where about 350,000 
tons are required annually for shipping. Obstacles to working the 
Sakhalin deposits are the absence of means of communication and 
ports, and the lack of labour.

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg report that, according to the official 
“Commercial and Industrial Gazette ” (St. Peters- 
burg), the condition of the cotton crops in 
Russian Central Asia and the Caucasus at the 
beginning of July was favourable. In most parts 
of the province of Ferghana the yield is expected 
to be at least equal to that of last year, but the scarcity of water is 
being felt. In Samarkand the harvest is expected to exceed that of 
last year. In Syr Davia aphis has made its appearance, but has done 
little harm, and the crop is expected to be better than last year’s. In 
the ‘lrans-Caspian and 'T'rans-Caucasian provinces a good harvest is 
anticipated. (C. 6,901.)

NETHERLANDS. 


With reference tothe notice on p. 40 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6th July relative to flax crop pros- 
pects in the Netherlands, H.M. Legation at The 
Hague report that, according to an official state- 
ment of crop conditions on 15th July, the area under flax this year 
is 15,613 hectares (about 38,600 acres), as compared with 11,748 
hectares in 1910 and 10,050 hectares in 1909. In consequence of 
the drought flax has remained short and unequal in length. Only 
the white-flowering flax, which is cultivated generally in Friesland, 
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and here and there in Zeeuwsch-Vlaanderen (the part of the Province 
of Zeeland situate south of the West Scheldt), and which develops 
slightly later, has profited much from the rain, and has grown to a 
good length. The blue-flowering flax is very unequal; side by side 
with a few good fields there are very many that will give only a 
small yield of middling quality. The yield of seed promises to be 
very great. 

The condition is from “ fairly bad” to “ fairly good” in Groningen, 
‘“‘oood ” in Friesland, and “ fairly good ” elsewhere. (19,619.) 





PORTUGAL. 
H.M. Consul at Lisbon (Mr. P. A. Somers Cocks, C.M.G.), reports that 
a the quality of the Portuguese locust bean crop this 
Crop P ' year is likely to be fairly good. With regard to 
——— quantity estimates vary, but the most reliable 
authorities place the production in the country from [aro eastwards 
to the Spanish frontier at 6,000 tons only. The crop in the Portimao 


district is expected to be about two-thirds as large as last year.

CRETE. 
The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Vice-Consul at Canea (Mr. G. E. Hubbard) on the trade of Crete in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :-— : 


Considering its excellent climate and large area of fertile soil Crete 
should occupy a high place as an agricultural 
country. Its present stagnant condition may be 
traced to three main causes: (1) The ignorance 
and prejudices of the peasantry ; (2) the absence 
of means of inland communication, resulting from lack of 
capital ; and (3) emigration of the best elements of the population. 
Efforts are being made to remedy the two first-mentioned defects, 
and a beneficial effect on commerce may be looked for as a result. 

The Department of Agriculture is busily employed in teaching 
the people the elements of agriculture and arboriculture. The 
system of pruning the olive trees is being introduced for the 
first time, and though the peasants show the greatest reluctance to 
abandon their crude ancestral methods, a large percentage of them 
have now applied for an employé of the Department to prune their 
trees. This is of real importance, as a scientifically pruned tree will 
bear fruit regularly every season, and the alternation of good and bad 
olive crops in successive years which has hitherto prevailed will 
gradually lessen. 

It is expected that the annual supply of olive oil will become much 
more regular as the system of pruning and dressing the olives is more 
generally adopted. A few large presses (mostly of French make, 
and costing about £100 each) have been installed lately, and iron 
presses of local manufacture are supplanting the old-fashioned wooden 
ones; but the process of extracting the oil remains very imperfect, 
and the residue still contains enough oil to repay re-pressing by 
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the foreign plant established at Canea for that purpose. No 
improvement has taken place in the method of gathering the fruit, 
which is still knocked off the boughs with sticks. 

The number of olive trees in Crete is officially given as 10,000,000, 

ielding annually an average of 2,000,000 cwts. of olives, from which 
400,000 to 500,000 cwts. of oil are extracted; of this amount about 
300,000 cwts. are consumed at home (including 60,000 cwts. used in 
the manufacture of soap), and 200,000 cwts. are exported. 

Attention is also being given to the making of new roads (of 
which some 39 miles were made in 1910), and work has been begun 
on a road to connect the three northern ports of the island. 
Finally, a proposal to build a railway (the first in Crete) was 
voted by the last Assembly, and tenders for the construction of 
the line have been invited (see p. 262 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 10th August). The line, if constructed, will connect 
Candia with the Plain of Messara, a well-watered and fertile plateau of 
about 75 square miles. This plain has been very imperfectly 
cultivated till now on account of the great cost of carrying 
produce to the centres of consumption or to the coast, the only 
means being pack horses or mules ; but a splendid corn-growing area 
would be opened up by the railway, capable probably of sufficing for 
the needs of the whole population, who at present import at least two- 
thirds of the grain consumed.

17,000,000 acres, bears or is capable of bearing 
forests of merchantable timber. The forests lie mainly on the upiands, 
and the topography of the State is such as to dispose them in a fairly 
continuous belt which stretches along the coast, across the highlands 
at the head of the Sacramento Valley, and southwards down the 
Sierra mountains, leaving the great interior valley and the depressions 
in the south-western portion of the State unforested. The forests 
vary greatly in character, composition and density. The stand of 
timber on the 30,000 square miles of forested land in California is 
estimated at nearly 300 billion feet, board measure, with a stumpage 
value of approximately 700,000,000 dollars (£144,000,000), and a 
manufactured value at least six times as great.

Permission was granted during 1910 to a Japanese syndicate to form 

a rubber plantation, and some 3,500 acres of 
Rubber Planting. waste land in Kagi prefecture were leased for this 

purpose. Central American rubber (Castilloa 
elastica), Ceara rubber (Manihot. Glaziovw), Para rubber (Hevea 
brasilensis), Assam rubber (Ficus elastica) trees are to be planted 
together with banana, pineapple and lemon trees; while plantations 
of other trees will be made to protect the more valuable trees from 
wind and against fire. It is expected that the undertaking will be 
completed in six years. 

The Government horticultural nurseries near Kagi are raising large 
numbers of the above-named trees in a plantation of 25 acres for 
distribution to the peasants, who will be encouraged to plant them 
and will be taught their proper management.

The progress made by the trade route, remarks the Political Agent 
at Chagai (Major F. C. Webb-Ware, I.A., C.I.E.), if slow is steady, 
and there are not wanting signs that it is quietly attracting more and 
more attention. It is probable that the figures for 1910-11 would 
have been considerably larger had it not been that confidence in the 
security of the prolongation of the trade route beyond the frontier 
was somewhat shaken by the looting of two caravans by Afghan arms 
runners some three marches beyond Robat. Despite the disturbed 
state of Persia, the signs all point to an increase in trade next year, 
and among the trading community there is a distinct feeling of quiet 
confidence in the future.

Among new manufacturing undertakings may be mentioned two 
celluloid factories, viz., the Japan Celluloid and Artificial Silk Manu- 
facturing Company’s factory at Aboshi, and the Sakai Celluloid 
Manufacturing Company’s factory at Sakai, which were erected and 
equipped during 1910, and were expected to commence working 
by June, 1911 (see, “ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd August, 
pp. 221-2), The Aboshi factory is owned by the Mitsu Bishi and 
the Sakai factory by the Mitsui firm. Other undertakings are a 
soapworks and an oil mill, started by a leading firm of British soap 
manufacturers, and a flour mill in Kyushiu near Moji. A factory 
for making electric light bulbs has been established, and experi- 
ments in this direction are being carried on in Osaka. 


The year 1910 witnessed steady progress in the direction of extending 
the use of hydro-electric power for lighting and 
thshde Mines industrial purposes. In October the Kinugawa 
Tihialimene Hydro-Electric Power Company was formed with 

. a capital of 13,500,000 yen (£1,378,000) for the 

purpose of supplying the city of Tokio with electricity generated

by the waters of the Kinu River. This company was originally 
projected as a joint Anglo-Japanese undertaking, but the British 
capitalists subsequently withdrew, owing to their unwillingness to 
accept the conditions which the Japanese authorities attached to the 
issue of a charter. 

In April a Government commission was appointed for the purpose 
of examining and making a record of the water-power resources of 
the country (see p. 627 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd 
March last). By this means the Government hope to assist the 
development of the use of water-power, and at the same time to 
guard against the granting of water-power concessions to persons 
seeking to obtain them for speculative purposes. 

The water-power for the use of which charters have been granted 
by the authorities is estimated at some 592,000 kilowatts. On the 
other hand, statistics published by the Department of Communications 
at the end of 1909 put the amount of water-power sanctioned for 
use at 73,507 kilowatts, and the amount not yet sanctioned, but 
presumably applied for, at 176,552 kilowatts. 

In addition to the use of hydro-electric power for lighting and 
traction purposes there is undoubtedly a great future for it in 
supplying the requirements of factories and mines of all kinds. 
Besides the power stations already erected, a large number are in 
contemplation or in course of erection. 


JAPAN (FORMOSA). 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Tamsai (Mr. J. B. Rentiers) on the trade of Formosa in 1910, which

The Government have this year erected in Kagi prefecture an experi- 

mental mill for the production of pulp from 

Pulp Mill. bamboo, with an area of supply of 163 acres of 

rowing bamboos. ‘The mill was to be completed 

before the middle of 1911. The market for the pulp will be Japan. 
The processes of manufacture are kept secret. 








JAPAN (COREA).

The import trade was very good in the first half of 1911, owing to 
the excellent rice harvest of 1910, to the Imperial grants received by 
the people, and to the inauguration of various new Government under- 
takings. There has also been a gradual healthy development of 
private enterprise. The imports of shirtings increased by £76,000, 
and of hemp cloth by £64,000, and striking increases took place in 


the imports of locomotives, coal, timber, cement and wheat flour.

Attention is further called to the fact that the first volume of the “ Annual 
Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions” for the year 1910 has been issued, and may be 
purchased* at a cost of 5s. 2d. This publication which contains 
much more detailed and exhaustive information than can be given in the 
Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables for the’ years 
1906-1910, and detailed statements of imports and exports of each article 
consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom; and the third volume a classification 
on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 


1908 and earlier years. 
It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 


Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources. 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotTE.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time.
